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wus: “That thinj^ a rare plant! Wliy, 1 luive been trying to weed 
it out of my garden for the last live or six ycvirs without success”. 

Professor Fernald has supplied the following d(‘scription of 
(t cran iivm, nepalcn,sc: 

Phuit with stout rhizome; slender stems depressed or decuml)ent at 
base, j)rolonged to 4 dm., ndrorse-hirsute; petioles similarly hirsute; 
larger (lower) leaf-blades with li or 5 deeply incised divisions; axillary 
peduncles up to <S cm. long, with the usually 1 slender pedicel retrorse- 
hairy; the spreading-pubescent lanceolate sepals with a terminal mucro 
about 1 mm. long; the broadly ohovate entire petals about ecjualing or 
hut slightly exceeding the sei)als; fruit about 1.7 cm. long, hirtellous, the 
short beak puberulent. 

Var. Tlnmhcrgii, the Japanese variety which is established at 
Wellesley, has the divi.sions of the leaf only shallowly and 
bluntly tootlual at summit, and the pedicels are usually 2.— 
Francis Welles Hunnewell, Wellesley, Mass. 


SoKHi'S Andersoni, a new Name for an Alaskan Moun¬ 
tain-Ash.— Norhns alasL'ana, described by the writer in 1939 from 
material collected near Lake Iliamna, Alaska, by M. W. (lorman 
in 1902, and subseipumtly by several other botanists in a number 
of other Alaskan localities, can not be correctly designated by 
that name. Mr. J. P. Ander.son of Iowa State ('ollege has drawn 
my attention to the fact that the name Sorbiis alaskaria had been 
previously used for a fossil species l)y Arthur Ilollick in 1930. 
I therefore take the ojiportunity to renanu' the living plant in 
honor of Mr. Anderson, who for many years has studied the 
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botany of Alaska, and who.se flora of tliat region is now being 
published serially by his college.
